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INTRODUCTION 


This report shows the distribution of population by sex and the 
proportion of males to females, that is, the number of males per 100 females, 
according to the 1971 Census of Canada. 


Historical comparisons by sex are presented for provinces back to 1921 
in Table 1, and for census divisions in the 1961-71 period in Table 3. Figures 
for earlier years back to the 1871 Census may be found in Tables 16 and 17 
of Volume I of the 1951 Census. The 1971 Census distributions by sex for 
municipal subdivisions of 10,000 population and over, and for components of 
metropolitan areas and other census agglomerations of 25,000 population and 
over are given in Tables 4, 5 and 6 of this report. The 1971 Census sex 
distributions for all municipal subdivisions regardless of size have been 
published: in earlier Reports 1.14 to 1.1-7 (Catalogue Nos. 92-704 to 92-707) 
of this volume series. 


Geographic terms used in this report are defined for census purposes as 
follows: 


Urban: Includes the population living in (1) incorporated cities, towns and 
villages with a population of 1,000 or over; (2) unincorporated places of 
1,000 or over having a population density of at least 1,000 per square mile; 
(3) the built-up fringes of (1) and (2) having a minimum population of 1,000 
and a density of at least 1,000 per square mile. 

Rural: Includes all the remaining population. 


Urban size groups: Municipalities classed as urban under (1) and (2) above are 
classified by size groups according to their population. However, all 
municipalities (or parts) lying within the urbanized core of census metro- 
politan areas or other census agglomerations are allocated to the size group of 
the whole urbanized core. 


Rural farm population: Includes the population living in dwellings situated on 
farms in rural areas. A farm for census purposes is an agricultural holding of 
one or more acres with sales of agricultural products of $50 or more in the 
previous year. All persons living on such holdings in rural areas are classed as 
“rural farm” regardless of their occupation. Thus the population ‘living on 
“census-farms” would include some persons not connected with farming 
operations and who derive their income from non-agricultural pursuits. 
Conversely, it would exclude those farm operators and their families who do 
not live on their farm holdings (e.g. in a neighbouring town or village). 


The 1971 Census figures in this report have been subjected to a 
confidentiality procedure to prevent the possibility of associating small 
figures with any identifiable individual. The particular technique used is 
known as “random rounding’’. Under this method, all last or “unit” digits in 
a table (including all totals) are randomly rounded (either up or down) to “0” 
or “5”. This technique provides the strongest possible protection against 
direct, residual, or negative disclosures without adding any significant error to 
the census data. However, since totals are independently rounded they do not 
necessarily equal the sum of individual rounded figures in distributions. Also, 
minor differences can be expected for corresponding totals and cell values in 
various census reports. - .

Ce bulletin indique la répartition de la population selon le sexe ainsi que le rapport 
de l'effectif masculin à leffectif féminin, c’est-à-dire le nombre de personnes de sexe 
masculin pour 100 personnes de sexe féminin au recensement du Canada de 1971. 


Des comparaisons chronologiques selon le sexe, pour les provinces sont présentées 
au tableau 1 pour la période remontant à 1921 et au tableau 3, pour les divisions de 
recensement, pour la période 1961-1971. On trouvera des chiffres pour les années 
antérieures (jusqu’à 1871) aux tableaux 16 et 17 du volume I du recensement de 1951. 
La répartition selon le sexe des résultats du recensement de 1971 pour les subdivisions 
municipales de 10,000 habitants et plus et pour les composantes des régions métropoli- 
taines et des autres agglomérations de recensement de 25,000 habitants et plus fait l’objet 
des tableaux 4, 5 et 6 de ce bulletin. La répartition selon le sexe pour toutes les 
subdivisions municipales, quelle que soit leur taille, figure déjà dans les bulletins 1.14 à 
1.1-7 de la série des volumes (n°S 92-704 à 92-707 au catalogue). 


Voici la définition, aux fins du recensement, des termes géographiques utilisés ici: 


Régions urbaines: Comprend la population vivant dans: 1) les cités, villes et villages 
constitués de 1,000 habitants et plus; 2) les localités non constituées de 1,000 habitants 
et plus et ayant une densité de population d’au moins 1,000 habitants au mille carré; 3) 
les banlieues bâties de 1) et 2) ayant une population minimum de 1,000 habitants et une 
densité d’au moins 1,000 habitants au mille carré. 


Régions rurales: Comprend tout le reste de la population. 


Régions urbaines par groupe de taille: Les municipalités urbaines mentionnées à 1) et 2) 
ci-dessus sont classées selon le groupe de taille de leur population. Toutefois, toutes les 
municipalités (ou parties de municipalités) constituant le noyau urbanisé des régions 
métropolitaines de recensement ou des autres agglomérations de recensement sont 
classées dans le groupe de taille de l’ensemble du noyau urbanisé. 


Population rurale agricole: Comprend la population vivant dans des logements situés dans 
des fermes dans des régions rurales. Aux fins du recensement, une ferme est une 
exploitation agricole d’une acre ou plus ayant vendu pour $50 ou plus de produits 
agricoles au cours de l’année précédente. Toutes les personnes vivant dans une de ces 
exploitations situées dans une région rurale sont classées sous la rubrique “régions rurales 
agricoles”, quelle que soit leur profession. La population des “fermes de recensement” 
comprend donc certaines personnes qui n’ont rien à voir avec l'exploitation agricole et qui 
tirent leur revenu de Pexercice d'activités non agricoles. En contrepartie, les exploitants 
agricoles et leur famille qui n’habitent pas leur exploitation agricole (par ex., ceux qui 
habitent une localité voisine) ne sont pas pris en compte. 


Par souci de confidentialité, les chiffres de 1971 publiés ici ont été soumis à une 
formule qui garantit l’impossibilité d’associer des chiffres de faible importance à une 
personne reconnaissable. Cette technique particulière s’appelle l’“arrondissement aléa- 
toire”. Grâce à cette méthode, tous les derniers chiffres, c’est-à-dire les chiffres des unités, 
des tableaux (y compris tous les totaux) sont arrondis de façon aléatoire (vers le haut ou 
vers le bas) à “O” ou à “5”. Cette technique assure la protection maximale contre la 
divulgation directe, négative ou par recoupements, sans ajouter d’erreur significative aux 
données. Toutefois, puisque les totaux sont arrondis séparément, ils ne sont pas 
nécessairement égaux à la somme des chiffres individuels arrondis dans les distributions. 
De même, il faut s’attendre que les totaux et les autres chiffres correspondants dans divers 
bulletins du recensement présentent quelques légères différences.

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MEASURES OF RELIABILITY 


The estimates of the mean square error (MSE) given in this report for 
the stated sets of characteristics include errors due to such things as response, 
processing and (where applicable) sampling errors, but do not include 
coverage errors. These estimates of reliability are published in order to give an 
indication of the level of error only and are not meant for use in hypothesis 
testing or detailed analysis. Moreover, the error estimates are primarily 
applicable to single characteristics. If reliability estimates are required for 
cross-tabulated characteristics, from these and other sets, the largest mean 
square error for the characteristics included in the cross-classification should 
be used. 


The estimates of reliability given in the tables are the square root of the 
mean square error (or root mean square error). When using these figures, the 
user can be reasonably certain that, for the enumerated population, the true 
value lies within plus or minus twice the root mean square error (e.g., for a 
figure of 100 the range would be 100 + 11) and virtually certain that it lies 
within plus or minus three times the root mean square error (e.g., for the 
same figure of 100 the range would be 100 + 16.5). 


MESURES DE FIABILITE 


Les estimations de l’erreur quadratique moyenne (E.Q.M.) données ici pour ces 
ensembles de caractéristiques peuvent étre entachées d’erreurs de réponse, d’exploitation 
et (dans certains cas) d’échantillonnage, mais jamais d’erreurs d’observation. Ces 
estimations de fiabilité sont publiées dans le seul but de fournir une indication du niveau 
d’erreur; elles ne sont donc pas destinées à vérifier des hypothèses ni à servir dans une 
analyse détaillée. De plus, les erreurs d'estimation s’appliquent principalement à des 
caractéristiques isolées. S’il est nécessaire d'établir des estimations de fiabilité pour les 
caractéristiques qui doivent entrer dans des tableaux à entrées multiples (qu'elles 
proviennent de ces ensembles ou non), il faudra utiliser l'erreur quadratique moyenne la 
plus élevée pour les caractéristiques qui figurent dans le tableau. 


Les estimations de fiabilité présentées dans les tableaux sont la racine carrée de 
l'erreur quadratique moyenne (écart quadratique moyen). L'utilisateur peut donc être 
raisonnablement sûr que, pour les personnes dénombrées lors du recensement, la vraie

To the extent that confidentiality constraints permit, Statis- 
tics Canada will produce for users at cost, special tabulations not 
already included in the planned tabulation programme. A standard 
User’s Request Form on which to outline precise tabulation 
requirements and to request time and cost estimates may be 
obtained from the User Inquiry Service of the Census Division of 
Statistics Canada. 


Maps and geographic files 


Large-scale maps may be purchased to show the boundaries 
of enumeration areas (i.e., the territory covered by each Census 
Representative in taking the census), as well as small-scale maps of 
census divisions and other statistical areas. Supporting documenta- 
tion relating to the census geographic files (i.e., place names, codes, 
etc.) are available in tabular form identifying the component 
enumeration areas of administrative and statistical units (e.g., 
towns, villages, municipalities, tracts). Further details, including 
costs to users, may be obtained from the User Inquiry Service of 
the Census Division of Statistics Canada.
